When police told Donna 
Campbell they’d found her 
stolen truck, the news was 
simply overwhelming. 

“Are you sitting down?” 
Campbell said the officer 
asked her twice. 

In the ensuing conver¬ 
sation, the Grande Prairie 
woman learned St. Albert 
RCMP Const. David Wynn 
had identified her truck 
at the Apex Casino park¬ 
ing lot moments before he 
was shot by Shawn Maxwell 
Rehn. 

Wynn died several days 
later in hospital. 

“I just got shivers. I 
said, ‘Oh, you’re kidding,”’ 
Campbell remembered. 

Upon hanging up the 
phone, she started having 
chest pains and asked her 
husband to take her to the

hospital. 

“It turned out I had a 
heart attack,” Campbell 


told Metro. 

Doctors informed her it 
was stress-induced. 


While Campbell is slowly 
recovering, she said the en¬ 
tire situation is so sad, espe¬ 


cially for the wife and three 
sons of 42-year-old Wynn. 
“The poor family,” she 


said. “This man shouldn’t 
have been out on the streets 
by the sound of things. It’s 
pretty sad, everything that 
has happened.” 

Campbell and her hus¬ 
band first reported the 
truck stolen from a south 
Edmonton hotel parking lot 
in October, when the couple 
had driven to the city to do 
some early Christmas shop¬ 
ping. 

“We couldn’t believe it,” 
said Campbell, later learn¬ 
ing three F350s had been 
stolen the same week in the 
city and were often targeted 
by car thieves. 

After the stipulated 20- 
day insurance period, the 
couple was able to file their 
insurance claim and as¬ 
sumed the truck was long 
gone. 

“We didn’t think we’d 
ever see it again,” she said. 
“Usually when they’re 
stolen, they’re gone and 
that’s it.” 

Police informed Camp¬ 
bell that the truck had been 
full of stolen property, in¬ 
cluding a printer, a camera, 
tools and different purchas¬ 
es from Costco.

City council 
throws support 
behind GSAs 

Edmonton councillors 
added their own voices to 
those calling on the provin¬ 
cial government to support 
GSAs Tuesday.

Councillors gave the 
youth more than they 
asked for, and agreed to add 
their endorsement to the 
youth council’s stance. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi 
said he supported GSAs, 
because they create safe 
spaces for students. 

“To me this is just a fun¬ 
damental issue of creating 
safe work places where all 
students have dignity and 
respect,” he said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said 
the city knows that LGBTQ 
youth are at higher risk to 
end up homeless and suffer 
other tragic outcomes, 
which becomes the city’s 
responsibility, so he has no 
problem weighing in on the 
province’s turf. 

“This is a way we can 
prevent youth at risk today 
from falling into difficult 
circumstances,” he said. 

Claire Edwards, chair¬ 
woman of the Edmonton 
Youth Council, said it 
means a lot to have coun¬ 
cil’s support. 

“I’m really proud to be 
an Edmontonian today,” 
she said, adding she under¬ 
stands there could be some 
ruffled feathers as the city 
weighs into a provincial 
issue, but the issue is too 
important to ignore. 

“If this is a hill that we 
die on I think it’s worth it,”

Council salaries 
to climb nearly 4% 


City Hall. Rise in 
Alberta wages leads 
to rise for mayor, 
councillors in 2015

Edmonton councillors will see 
their salaries climb nearly four 
per cent this year because of 
higher wages across Alberta. 

The mayor’s salaiy will 
climb 3.81 per cent to $176,145 
and councillors will bring home 
$99,994. Because their salaiy is 
one-third tax free, the mayor’s 
equivalent fully-taxed salaiy is 


more like $213,272 and coun¬ 
cillors make the equivalent of 
$118,824. 

Mayor Don Iveson defended 
the raise and said it’s fair for 
what council members contrib¬ 
ute. 

“Compared to private sector 
wages, you would be paying for 
people who put in the hours 
that council puts in, I think the 
public gets a pretty good deal,” 
he said. 

The salaries are set by an in¬ 
dependent committee, which 
has tied raises to the Alberta 
Weekly Earnings values, a 
measure collected by Statistics 
Canada. 

Iveson said the city’s system 
is fair and transparent and he 
sees no reason to change it. 


“That’s the only way to do 
this. To politicize our compen¬ 
sation or to put it directly in our 
hands that would reduce public 
confidence,” he said. 

He also defended the tax- 
free portion, arguing taxing the 
full amount would only send 
more money to other levels of 
government. 

“For us to make it taxable 
would just ship a few thou¬ 
sands dollars in taxes to Ot¬ 
tawa,” he said. 

Coun. Michael Oshry agreed 
said with the economy likely 
slowing, next year’s wage 
growth will also slow down, 
and next year’s increase will 
be less. He said the important 
thing is the city keep the pro¬ 
cess independent. 


Adding it up 


The mayor also gets a 
$i,i58-per-month vehicle 
allowance and councillors 
get an allowance of $578 
per month, which is also 
one-third tax free. 


• They also get parking at 
City Hall, which has been 
valued at $3,600 per year 
and free transit passes 
should they choose to 
accept them. 


“As long as it’s independent, 
I’m not concerned if it’s a three 
per cent increase or a one per 
cent decrease,” he said.

New modular dassrooms approved for Edmonton 


More than a dozen new school 
spaces have been approved 
for Edmonton students, as 
Alberta Education unveils 
167 new modular classrooms 
across the province. 

Slated to open September 
2015, Edmonton’s Catholic 
School district will receive 
seven new modulars and $4.2 
million to build an additional 


10 modulars. Edmonton’s 
public district has been ap¬ 
proved for two new modulars. 

Board chairwoman Debbie 
Engel said the district is grate¬ 
ful for the new school space. 

The district hasn’t re¬ 
leased the names of schools 
that will be receiving the 
modulars, but Engel said the 
need is great across the city. 


“The growth has been 
just unbelievable across 
the whole Edmonton area. 
These portables are smat- 
tered across the whole city 
because every area has shown 
so much growth,” said Engel. 

While it’s unclear what 
next year’s enrolment figures 
will look like, considering the 
drop in oil prices and poten¬ 


tially slower economy, Engel 
said the district is preparing 
for change in the landscape. 

David Heyman, press sec¬ 
retary for Alberta Education 
Minister Gordon Dirks, said 
education remains a top pri¬ 
ority for the government. 

“Enrolment is surging 
throughout Alberta and 
schools need places for stu¬ 


dents to learn,” he said. 

The latest announcement 
comes after 69 modular 
classrooms were announced 
in 2014 across the province, 
with 10 promised for ECS and 
10 for EPSB. 

Calgary’s Catholic District 
also received funds to build 
their own modular class¬ 
rooms.

Traffic. Police worry 
inatetntion will lead 
to serious collisions

“Near misses” between pedes¬ 
trians and vehicles on Whyte 
Avenue have police and mem¬ 
bers of the business commun¬ 
ity warning the public to be 
more attentive. 

“Walking the beat eveiy 
day, I see lots of pedestrians or 
vehicles not paying attention. 
Let’s work together as pedes¬ 
trians and drivers on Whyte 
Ave and other parts of the city 
to be careful,” said Const. Mat¬ 
thew Li with the Edmonton Po¬ 
lice Whyte Avenue beat team. 

He added that afternoon is 
when the most “mistakes are 
happening” and that people 
“aren’t taking the time to look.” 


The message comes after 
a serious incident involving 
a 12-year old boy who was 
struck while crossing east- 
bound on Whyte Avenue at 
104 Street on Jan. 22. The boy 
is still in hospital. 

In 2014, there was one 
fatal crash on Whyte Avenue 
from 83 Avenue to 114 Street 
involving a pedestrian, with 
12 major injuiy collisions 
reported. The number has 
stayed the same since 2013, 
but has dropped compared to 
16 collisions in 2012. 

The city’s plan for Car 
Free Whyte Avenue, which 
could block some of the 
vehicle traffic on portions of 
Whyte Avenue, could poten¬ 
tially decrease the number of 


collisions. 

The proposed project is 
still being evaluated inter¬ 
nally at this time due to the 
funding announcement for 
late night transit from city 
council, according to a city 
spokesperson. 

Murray Davison, executive 
director with the Old Strath- 
cona Business Association, has 
seen inattentive pedestrians 
and drivers in an area where 
there’s a lot of motion. 

“We’re really distressed 
with the near misses” said 
Davison. 

“We’re a vibrant commun¬ 
ity, we have a lot of pedes¬ 
trians in the area ... and it’s 
time we all start looking out 
for one another,”

Youngsters at a dozen Edmon¬ 
ton schools will be putting 
their business acumen to the 
test thanks to a pilot project 
finking business mentors with 
budding entrepreneurs.

Measures aim to show 
New Democrats have 
plan to spur sputtering 
economy despite 
plunging oil prices 


Tom Mulcair has nailed down 
three more planks in the NDP 
election platform, unveiling 
promises of tax relief for small 
business and manufacturers. 

The NDP leader announced 
Tuesday that a New Democrat 
government would cut the tax 
rate for small businesses to nine 
per cent from the current 11 
per cent. 

It would also extend for an 
additional two years the acceler¬ 
ated capital cost allowance for 
machineiy or equipment used 
in manufacturing, a tax break 
that is scheduled to expire this 
year. And it would create an in¬ 
novation tax credit to encour¬ 
age manufacturers to invest 
in machineiy, equipment and 
property used in research and 
development. 

“With strategic investments 
and a concrete plan, we can pro¬ 
vide the squeezed middle class 


with a stronger economy and 
better shock absorbers to en¬ 
sure they weather the storm in 
the coming months and years 
ahead,” Mulcair told the Eco¬ 
nomic Club of Canada. 

The trio of measures is 
part of a bid to show that New 
Democrats have a plan to spur 
the sputtering economy that’s 
in sharp contrast to the stand- 
pat approach taken by Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper’s Con¬ 
servatives in the face of plun¬ 
ging oil prices. 

But they’re also likely to 
raise more questions about how 
Mulcair intends to pay for his 
promises at a time when the 
oil price drop is sucking billions 
from the federal treasuiy and 
stunting economic growth. 

An NDP backgrounder esti¬ 
mates that reducing the small- 
business tax rate to 10 per cent 
immediately would cost $600 
million a year, with the final 
drop to nine per cent coming 
when finances permit. The in¬ 
novation tax credit would cost 
about $40 million a year, while 
extending the capital cost al¬ 
lowance would cost $1.2 billion 
over two years.

Holocaust. Jewish, world 
leaders and 300 former 
prisoners gathered at 
infamous Auschwitz 
camp to commemorate 
their liberation 


A Jewish leader stood before 
300 survivors of a notorious 
Nazi death camp on Tuesday 
and asked world leaders to pre¬ 
vent another Auschwitz, warn¬ 
ing of a rise of anti-Semitism 
that has made Jews fearful 
of walking the streets, and is 
causing many to flee Europe. 

Ronald Lauder, the 
president of the World Jew¬ 
ish Congress, made his bleak 
assessment on the 70th an- 
niversaiy of the liberation of 
Auschwitz, speaking next to 
the gate and the railroad tracks 
that marked the last journey 
for more than a million people 
murdered at Auschwitz-Bir- 
lcenau. 

He said his speech was 
shaped by the recent terrorist 
attacks in France that targeted 
Jews and newspaper satirists. 

“For a time, we thought 
that the hatred of Jews had 
finally been eradicated. But 
slowly the demonization of 
Jews started to come back,” 
Lauder said. 

Europe witnessed a spasm 
of anti-Semitism last summer 
during the war in Gaza, with 
protests in Paris turning vio¬ 
lent along with other hostil¬ 
ities across the continent. 

One Holocaust survivor, 
Roman Kent, became emo¬ 
tional as he issued a plea to 
world leaders to remember the

atrocities and fight for toler¬ 
ance. 

“We do not want our past to 
be our children’s future,” the 
85-year-old said to applause, 
fighting back tears as he re¬ 
peated those words a second 
time. 

The commemorations in 
Poland, which was under Nazi 
occupation during the Second 
World War, were also marked 
by a melancholic awareness 
that it may be the last major 
anniversary that a significant 
number of survivors will be 
strong enough to attend. 

“The survivors are com¬ 
pletely gutted that in their 
lifetime they went through 
what they went through and 
that now they are at the end 
of their life and they don’t 
know what land of world they 
are leaving for their grandchil¬ 
dren,” said Stephen Smith, 
executive director of the USC 
Shoah Foundation. 

“That is very disappointing 
for them. We have let them 
down.” 

Among those in attendance 
were French President Fran¬ 
cois Hollande and Ukrainian 
President Petro Poroshenlco. 

The German and Austrian 
presidents also attended, how¬ 
ever Russian President Vladi¬ 
mir Putin was absent, despite 
the Soviet Red Army having 
fought and died to liberate the

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Facebook, Instagram 
dismiss cyberattack 



Lizard Squad. Group 
of hackers had claimed 
responsibility on 
Twitter for outages 


Facebook said the outage that 
made its social-media sites 
inaccessible worldwide for 
about an hour Tuesday was 
self-inflicted. 

Users of PCs and Facebook’s 
mobile app reported they lost 
access in Asia, Canada, the 
United States, Australia and 
the U.K. Facebook-owned In¬ 
stagram was also inaccessible. 

Facebook said the disrup¬ 
tion was caused by a technical 
change and wasn’t a cyber¬ 
attack: “This was not the re 
suit of a third-party attack 
but instead occurred after we 
introduced a change that af¬ 
fected our configuration sys¬ 
tems,” it said in a statement. 

The temporary loss of ser¬ 
vice may be Facebook’s biggest 
outage since Sept. 24, 2010, 
when it was down for about 


2.5 hours. 

Guillermo Lafuente, secur¬ 
ity consultant at MWR InfoS- 
ecurity, said a technical fault 
was more plausible. A denial- 
of-service attack would have 
made the sites unreachable 
rather than accessible with an 
error message displayed, he 
said. Facebook’s use of mul¬ 


tiple data centres also meant 
an attack on one would have 
affected one region, while this 
outage was worldwide. 

Also, restoring service 
would be a matter of reversing 
the technical changes, which 
matched with the brevity of 
the outage, LaFuente said.

Big Five banks 
cut prime rate 

Canada’s big banks have 
started passing on some — 
but not all — of the Bank of 
Canada’s rate cut, lowering 
the interest charged on 
loans and mortgages tied to 
the prime rate. 

Royal Bank was the first 
to cut its prime rate when 
it announced it would go 


down to 2.85 per cent from 
three per cent, effective 
Wednesday. The move was 
quickly matched by the 
rest of the Big Five: Bank of 
Montreal, TD Bank, CIBC 
and Bank of Nova Scotia. 

The Bank of Canada 
last week cut its overnight 
lending rate to 0.75 per 
cent from one per cent — 
but the big banks didn’t 
immediately match the cut 
in their prime rates.

I’m getting bloody tired of defending 
my city. 

“Why do you live there?” 

From the snobbish comments 
about mosquitoes (yes, they can be 
bad) to the jokes about Winterpeg 
(yes, winter can be bad), it gets tire¬ 
some. Especially when the bulk of the 
snobbery comes from Canada’s 
wannabe capital. 

I think Winnipeg Free Press policy 
reporter Mary Agnes Welch said it 
best when she tweeted, “Is it just my 
Western Canadian chip, or are others 
cranky with pubs like @globeand- 
mail & @MacleansMag Toronto- 
splaining our problems to us?” 

I share your chip, Mary Agnes. 

The latest “Toronto-splain” comes 
from Maclean’s, which branded Win¬ 
nipeg as having the country’s worst 
racism problem. 

Speaking of problems, there are 
several with the article. For example, 
the statistics used are for the entire 
Prairies, not for Winnipeg. The ex¬ 
ample ofTina Sinclair as a racially mo¬ 
tivated murder is flawed, as we don’t 
know who killed her or why. Aborig¬ 
inal teen Rinelle Harper was sexually 
assaulted, beaten and thrown into the 
river by two aboriginal men—that’s 



not racist, that’s simply horrific. 

But the most frustrating thing for 
me is that the writer, former Winni- 
pegger Nancy Macdonald, came 
“back” after the article to meet with 
local groups. She told the CBC that she 
was there in hopes ofwitnessing 


change and the start of the conversa¬ 
tion. News flash, Nancy: We’ve been 
talking about it for years. We’ve been 
changing for years. 

Winnipeg Mayor Brian Bowman 
reacted to the article by agreeing we 
have a problem, because we already 


know this. It’s systemic. Anyone who 
followed the story of Brian Sinclair, an 
aboriginal man who died from a treat¬ 
able bladder infection in a Winnipeg 
emergency room because nurses fig¬ 
ured he was a drunk sleeping it off, 
knows it’s a problem. 


But we’re not afraid of challenges, 
and we’ve already started. The city es¬ 
tablished a Citizen Equity Committee 
in 2001 with a mandate to advise 
council on howto integrate and re¬ 
spect all cultures. Meet Me At The Bell 
Tower is a local group founded a few 
years ago by a young aboriginal activ¬ 
ist living in the city’s most depressed 
neighbourhood as a rallying cry for all 
Winnipeggers to lift themselves up. 
There are numerous other examples. 

But change like this takes time. It 
takes generations. 

I’ve lived in other cities. They’re 
racist, too. And they’re full of crum¬ 
bling infrastructure and crooked pol¬ 
iticians and bad weather and bugs 
that bite. 

So why do I live here? We embrace 
winter. We put on bug spray and 
dance in the city parks. Our music 
scene is arguably the best in the coun¬ 
try. Culturally, you will not find a 
stronger city. At festivals such as 
Fringe and Follclarama and Festival 
du Voyageur, we celebrate our differ¬ 
ences. We ignored the naysayers and 
built the stunning Canadian Museum 
for Human Rights. 

And we’ve admitted we have a ra¬ 
cism problem. Have you?

Damn shame: Overcoming stigma in mental illness

The view count on Brene Brown’s 
TED Talk about shame clocks in 
at more than 4.5 million. Though 
we’re loath to admit it, shame is a 
hot topic. 

It’s a major reason people don’t 
seek help with anxiety, depression 
and other mental-health issues. 
With today’s Let’s Talk Day, a cam¬ 
paign by Bell to raise awareness of 
and reduce the stigma around men¬ 
tal illness, and raise funds for Can¬ 
adian mental-health initiatives, 
shame needs to be part of the discus¬ 
sion more than ever. 

Sound familiar? 

“It’s normal to have this level of 
stress. I’m just not very good at deal¬ 
ing with it.” 

“I can’t say anything now. Too 


many people are depending on me.” 

“There are people who are so 
much worse off than I am, so I have 
no right to complain.” 

If you’ve felt any of these, you’re 
not alone. 

Work-related stress, for instance, 
is ubiquitous. Nearly a third of Can¬ 
adians experience high levels of 
stress in the workplace, according to 
a report released by the Mental 
Health Commission of Canada last

week. A common thread in the re¬ 
port, which outlined 13 key indica¬ 
tors of mental illness in Canada, was 
that they affect us all. The report 
identified surprisingly high num¬ 
bers of people who experienced 
mental-health issues in everyday 
situations. 

Mental wellness in schools was 
another major concern. The report 
found that a shocking 20 per cent of 


post-secondary students may have 
engaged in self-harm, a warning 
sign that colleges and universities 
need to pay keen attention to their 
students’ mental well-being, and 
provide more methods of support. 
Encouraging in-class discussions 
about coping with stress would be a 
good start. The ideals of perfection 
in school, work and relationships 
are rampant and poisonous. Maga¬ 
zines publish unrealistic profiles of 
successful people and give advice on

howyou can hold the perfect dinner 
party, get perfect abs, be a super¬ 
human. If these are the standards 
we internalize, it’s no wonder we 
feel shame when our lives and feel¬ 
ings don’t measure up. 

Acknowledging and accepting 
that yes, life is complicated, is critic¬ 
al to overcoming the shame barrier 
in mental illness. The government, 
media, schools, employers and indi¬ 
viduals need to acknowledge that 
negative feelings exist, and we need 
to talk about them.

“I got a text from my son 
saying, ‘Yeah, blow off the 
mani-cam,”’ Moore told re¬ 
porters after the event.

“Until people say, ‘Smarten 
up,’ then you’re not going to 
get any change, and they’re 
still going to get the mani-cam 
at the next award show,” Free¬ 
man says. 

As for Bouchard, an inci¬ 
dent being called Twirlgate 
has met with derision from 
several women in the global 
sporting community. 

“Can you give us a twirl 
and tell us about your outfit?” 
Bouchard was asked on cam¬ 
era. She obliged, buiying her 
face in her hands. 

“This is truly sexist,” tweet¬ 
ed Billie Jean King, an Amer¬ 
ican former tennis champion. 

“It was an insult to 
women’s sport,” echoed Eng¬ 
land women’s football captain 
Kelly Smith in an interview 
with the Mirror. 

Women have also objected 
to speculation about whether 
Clinton can be both a grand¬ 
mother and a president. 


“Is it fair to pit grand¬ 
motherly desires against pol¬ 
itical ambition?” questioned 
ABC News writer Liz Kreutz. 
“Would anyone ever ask the 
same questions about a male 
politician? Is this speculation, 
in essence, sexist?” 

It’s absolutely sexist, says 
Freeman. But she says women 
are increasingly taking a stand 
against this kind of gendered 
treatment from the media. 

“Women’s voices are start¬ 
ing to be heard and it seems 
they’re using social media as 
a platform to do that, because 
they’re not necessarily being 
asked by the press about these 
things,” Freeman says. 

That includes participat¬ 
ing in online campaigns like 
therepresentationproject. 
org, an initiative pushing to 
change how interviewers talk 
to women on the red carpet. 
The hashtag, started early last 
year by the Representation 
Project — an organization 
geared toward challenging 
and overcoming limiting 
gender stereotypes — is still 
being used through the 2015 
award season.

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Phoenix rising for golf fans 



Sports travel. 
Phoenix-Scottsdale 
is the place to be 
this weekend with a 
rowdy PGA event 
and the Super Bowl 


For four eagerly anticipated 
days starting tomorrow, the 
twin cities of Phoenix-Scotts¬ 
dale will be the focus of the 
sports universe. 

First up is the Waste 
Management Phoenix Open, 
which annually draws the 
loudest, rowdiest and largest 
crowds on the PGA Tour. And 
overlapping the tourney’s 
final round on Sunday is 
Super Bowl XLIX at University 
of Phoenix Stadium. The NFL 
showdown will be viewed by 
an estimated 112 million fans 
worldwide. 

With more than 100,000 
out-of-town visitors expected 
for both events, this year’s 
Phoenix Open at the newly 
remodelled TPC Scottsdale 
Stadium Course is almost 
certain to shatter last year’s 
record attendance of 590,000. 

Billed as the Greatest 
Show on Grass, the tourna¬ 
ment is a sports marketer’s 
fantasy come to life. 

Even non-golfers feel 
obliged to make the scene. 
Young women in stiletto 
heels and skin-tight dresses 
stream through the gates to 
flirt with shirtless, face-paint¬ 
ed and inebriated young men. 
In the evening, the party re¬ 
fuels at the Coors Light Birds 
Nest, a temporaiy nightclub 


under a giant tent. 

Wildest of all are the 
crowds that overflow the 
grandstand surrounding the 
par-three 16th hole. Play¬ 
ers are variously greeted by 
cheers, boos and name-call¬ 
ing as they enter the stadium. 
Those who make poor tee 
shots are berated mercilessly 


as they take their walk of 
shame to the green. 

Easily forgotten in the 
hoopla is the Stadium 
Course’s prominence among 
the groundbreaking desert 
courses that have made 
Phoenix-Scottsdale one of the 
world’s top golf destinations. 
Designed by Tom Weislcopf 


and Jay Morrish, the course 
brilliantly blends large patch¬ 
es of natural desert with just 
28 acres of green fairways. 

Beginning in the 1980s, lo¬ 
cal water restrictions forced 
Weislcopf, Morrish and other 
architects to limit their use of 
turf fairways and instead em¬ 
brace the natural drama of the 
Sonoran Desert. Tee boxes were 
isolated in seas of sagebrush, 
cacti and sand. Giant saguaros 
were used to frame landing 
areas edged by dusty gullies 
known as arroyos. 

And in their most radical 
innovation, architects fre¬ 
quently made golfers fly their 
approach shots to greens pro¬ 
tected by large and gnarly 
waste areas. 

Today, more than 200 of 
Arizona’s 300 courses are 
found in the Phoenix-Scotts¬ 
dale area. Other top clubs 
include Grayhawlc Golf Club, 
We-Ko-Pa Golf Club, Troon 
North Golf Club, The Boul¬

Greens were relocated on 
several holes, bunkers re¬ 
shaped and more than 250 
trees planted. 

Adding to the growing ex¬ 
citement was the recent an¬ 
nouncement by Tiger Woods 
that he will play in the Phoe¬ 
nix Open for the first time 
since 2001. Ticket sales ex¬ 
ploded following his entiy. 

It’s going to be a crazy four 
days.

Now is the time to take a tour of Selma 


History. A half-century 
anniversary and the 
Oscar-nominated film 
have put the spotlight 
on this Alabama city 


The 50th anniversary of the 
civil rights marches in Selma 
and the movie that tells the 
stoiy are expected to bring 
thousands of visitors to this his¬ 
toric Alabama city this year. 

Visitors can still walk across 
the bridge where voting rights 
marchers were beaten in 1965 
and see the churches where 
they organized protests. 

“There are certain place 
names in American histoiy 
where significant, histoiy-mak- 
ing events took place, like 
Gettysburg, Valley Forge and 
Vicksburg, and I think because 
of this film, Selma becomes one 
of the place names that stands 
as a significant milestone in 
American histoiy,” Alabama 
tourism director Lee Sentell 
said. 

Oprah Winfrey, other ac¬ 
tors from Selma and hun¬ 
dreds more marched to the 
city’s Edmund Pettus Bridge 
two weekends ago on the eve 
of Martin Luther King Jr. Day. 
But a bigger event is expected 
to attract more than 40,000 
people — including present 
and former government of¬ 
ficials — in Selma March 5-9 
for the annual Bridge Cross¬ 
ing Jubilee, including a walk 
across the bridge March 8. 

The event marks the 50th 
anniversary of the Bloody 
Sunday, when law enforce¬ 
ment used billy clubs and 
tear gas to rout marchers 
intent on walking 80 kilo¬ 
metres to Montgomery on

March 7, 1965, to seek the 
right for blacks to register 
to vote. A new march, led 
by Martin Luther King Jr., 
began March 21, 1965, and 
arrived in Montgomery on 
March 25, with the crowd 
swelling to 25,000 by the 
time they reached the Cap¬ 
itol. Those events and others 
helped lead to passage of 
the 1965 Voting Rights Act, 
which opened Southern 
polling places to millions of 
blacks and ended all-white 



rule in the South. 

The movie Selma won Oscar 
nominations for best picture 
and best song. 

Today, the bridge and ad¬ 
joining downtown business dis¬ 
trict look much as they did in 
1965, except many storefronts 
are empty and government 
buildings are occupied largely 
by African-American officials. 

Attractions related to the 
protests are all within walk¬ 
ing distance of the bridge. 
They include the First Baptist 


Church, where many protests 
were organized, and Brown 
Chapel A.M.E. Church, where 
marchers congregated before 
going to the bridge and where 
they sought safety after being 
beaten. 

Near the bridge, a free tour 
of an interpretative centre built 
by the National Park Service of¬ 
fers photographs of the events 
and emotional video interviews 
with people who were on both 
sides of the issues. 

Nearby is the Ancient Afri¬ 
ca, Enslavement and Civil War 
Museum, where visitors can 
see how slaves were captured, 
sold and exploited, including 
a depiction of what it was like 
to be on a slave ship bound for 
America. 

“You have to know about 
slaveiy to know why we didn’t 
have the right to vote,” said 
Faya Rose Toure, one of the mu¬ 
seum’s founders. 

Then tourists can retrace 
histoiy by walking across the 
Edmund Pettus Bridge to a park 
and the National Voting Rights 
Museum on the opposite side. 
Museum artifacts include sur¬ 
veillance photos taken by state 
police. One feature that stands 


out is the white plaster foot¬ 
prints of the largely unknown 
participants in the march and 
their personal stories about be¬ 
ing part of histoiy, from facing 
danger to treating blistered 
feet. 

“Eveiybody has seen pic¬ 
tures of Dr. King leading the 
march. Those people behind 
him are what we are focusing 
on,” historian Sam Walker 
said. 

State Sen. Hank Sanders, 
Selma’s first black senator 
since Reconstruction and a 
founder of the National Vot¬ 
ing Rights Museum, said 
Selma’s location an hour’s 
drive west of Interstate 65, 
a major route to Gulf Coast 
beaches, will help attract 
more visitors to the museum 
this spring and summer. 

After touring Selma, 
visitors can drive the march 
route along U.S. 80 to the 
halfway point in White Hall, 
where the Park Service has 
a much larger interpretative 
centre about the events. Then 
they can complete the 80-kilo- 
metre trip to Montgomeiy. 
There visitors can tour the 
Capitol, where King made the

emotional speech that ends 
Selma, and see a monument 
and museum dedicated to 
civil rights martyrs. The Civil 
Rights Memorial includes 
three victims featured in the 
movie, Jimmie Lee Jackson, 
who was shot by a state troop¬ 
er; James Reeb, who was beat¬ 
en by white segregationists, 
and Viola Liuzzo, who was 
shot by Klansmen while tak¬ 
ing marchers back to Selma. 

Other sites include the 
Greyhound bus station where 
Freedom Riders seeking to in¬ 
tegrate interstate transporta¬ 
tion were beaten by a white 
mob in 1961, a museum com¬ 
memorating Rosa Parks and 
the Montgomeiy Bus Boycott 
that King led in 1955, and 
the Dexter Avenue King Me¬ 
morial Baptist Church, where 
King served as pastor before 
moving to Atlanta to lead the 
Southern Christian Leader¬ 
ship Conference.

Los Angeles is all about Holly¬ 
wood glamour and California 
beach culture, but it’s easy to 
get off the tourist track and ex¬ 
perience it like a local. 

Downtown LA’s Arts Dis¬ 
trict is undergoing a renais¬ 
sance, with local street art, 
artisan coffee shops, and new 
restaurants opening up in con¬ 
verted industrial buildings. 

“It’s got its own vibe and 
personality,” said Molly Mor¬ 
gan, assistant manager of 
communications with the Los 
Angeles Tourism & Convention 
Board. 

LA. artists helped pioneer 
the global street art movement 
back in the 1960s. 

Today, the city is home to 
thousands of street murals 
from modem to impres¬ 
sionistic — with one 


of the most condensed collec¬ 
tions in the streets of the Arts 
District. 

Like the rest of the city, 
there is a focus here on “made 
in LA.” — whether it’s locally- 
grown ingredients used in 
restaurants or locally-crafted 
jewelry, clothing, and art¬ 
work.

Downtown LA’s Grand 
Central Market, for example, 
celebrates the cuisines and 
cultures of LA., from Sarita’s 
Pupuseria to Horse Thief BBQ 
and The Oyster Gourmet. This 
30,000-square-foot arcade is 
both a food emporium and 
retail marketplace, which 
also serves as a hub for public 
events. 

Of course, a trip to LA. 
would be remiss without 
spending some time at the 
beach. Aside from Santa 


Monica and Malibu, the other 
big beach is Venice. And while 
the infamous Muscle Beach has 
found its way into countless 
movies and TV shows, there 
are lesser-known enclaves that 
are worth exploring, according 
to Morgan. 

Walk, bike, or in-line skate 
down the camival-lilce Ocean 
Front Walk, or even leam to 
surf. Rent a bike, blades or 
board, or try a Legends bike 
tour (from Peny’s Cafe) that 
winds its way through the Ital¬ 


ian-inspired canals of Venice. 

While in Venice, check 
out Abbot Kinney, which GQ 
magazine calls the “coolest 
block in America.” Considered 
one of LAs hippest shopping 
districts, Abbot Kinney offers 
eveiything from artwork to 
jewelry and clothing from 
homegrown artists and design¬ 
ers, with an ever-evolving culin¬ 
ary scene (try Baja-style codfish 
tacos at Oscar’s Cervetec or sip 
a blood orange julep at Barlo’s 
open-air rooftop lounge). 


Forgo the rental car 


• Whether you want to 
take in L.A.'s music scene, 
beach culture or diverse 
neighbourhoods, it’s 
possible to explore this 
sprawling metropolis with¬ 
out a car. The Los Angeles 
Tourism & Convention 
Board offers a series 
of self-guided, car-free 
itineraries to explore L.A.

Sunset Park 

Sunset Park isn’t as well-known

Flushing 

Take the 7 train to the last 
stop in Queens, Main Street, 
into the heart of a busy neigh¬ 
bourhood.

tion for Xi’an Famous Foods, 
in the basement of 41-28 Main 
St. Xi’an is known for unique 
noodle dishes and now has 10 
locations around the city. A 
Lunar New Year Bazaar takes 
place Feb. 14,11 a.m.-3:30 p.m. 
at Flushing Town Hall, 137-35 
Northern Blvd., while a parade 
with a lion dance will run from 
Union Street to Main Street and 
39th Avenue, Feb. 21, expected 
to take place around 11 a.m. 

Manhattan 

This is the city’s oldest and 
best-known Chinese neigh¬ 
bourhood. Its massive, 
colourful Lunar New Year pa¬ 
rade and festival take place 
Feb. 22, kicking off at 1 p.m. 
at Canal and Mott streets, 
heading to Chatham Square, 
then down East Broadway, 
Eldridge and Grand Streets to 
Sara D. Roosevelt Park.

As the second season 
premiere of Masterchef 
Canada (Feb. 8 on CTV) 
approaches, I caught up 
with two of the judges, 
chefs Michael Bonacini 
and Claudio Aprile, to chat 
about travel experiences 
and food — and where to 
get the best of both. 

Where do you find the 
best meals in Canada? 

CA: Toronto is on the 
cusp of becoming one of 
the great culinary des¬ 
tinations of the world. 
Recently, I had an incred¬ 
ible meal at Navarra in 
Ottawa. 

MB: Model Milk and 
NOtaBLE in Calgary I 
thoroughly enjoyed. They 
also have a great food 
truck scene in Calgary. My 
Shanti, Vilcram Vij’s place, 
in Surrey, British Colum¬ 
bia was wonderful and in 
Montreal Antonio Park 
does amazing sushi. 

What is your dream trip 
in Canada? 

CA: Hop on my motor¬ 
cycle and head over to the 
East Coast. Explore the 
oyster and scallop beds 
and really get to know 
the people that produce 



this wonderful food that 
is so Canadian. I am not 
drawn to high end glossy 
restaurants, I prefer the 
Ma and Pa culture; humble 
and pure. 

MB: An incredibly remote 
fishing camp in B.C., 
rural and sophisticated, 
that serves up your catch. 
In other words, the best 
shore lunch in town. My 
ideal is to fly in, bush hog 
the last two kilometres 
to get there and as my 
father-in-law says, “bring 
a couple of good wines, sit 
down and tell some lies.” 

And internationally?...You 
can only pick one place! 

CA: Burma. I lean toward 
the purity of Asian cui¬ 
sines and the big, punchy 
flavours they have. Pacific 
Rim cooking has a lot of 
layers; a citrus compon¬ 


ent, a spice layer. It’s 
bright, it’s clean and it’s 
fresh. Some of the best 
food I have ever had was 
in Thailand and it made a 
huge impact on the way I 
cook. 

MB: That’s tough, but I 
am going to say, London, 
England. The food scene 
is really exciting and 
vibrant. It’s cutting edge 
and trend setting for Eur¬ 
ope, which it never used 
to be. And it is not only 
the West End with its high 
rents and big name chefs 
that are causing a stir, 
but areas like Shoreditch 
and the Docks, where the 
chefs are urban gueril¬ 
las, bucking the trends 
and doing what they love 
to do with the food they 
believe in. Their attitude 
is unapologetic. 

I love that.

Be sure to stock all your 
favourites and then try using 
them in different ways. 

If you are a fan of tuna 
sandwiches, you might want 
to give this simple pasta a try! 

A fresh and flavourful in¬ 
gredient, rapini, also known as 
broccoli rabe, gives this pasta 
dish a big hit of vegetable fla¬ 
vour with a kick of Italian flare. 

Cooking greens like rapini 
ahead of time helps remove 
some of the bitter flavour that 
often associated with them. 
Letting it cook in the sauce 
helps soften it, too. 

Cooking the rapini ahead of 
time will also make this dish 


even faster. Simply cook the ra¬ 
pini, drain it well and remove 
any excess water. Let it cool 
and store it in container in the 
refrigerator for up to up days. 

You can also try this make- 
ahead method with other 
greens like kale and collards. 

If there are any leftovers, be 
sure to make a frittata with the 
remains. Simply beat eggs and 
stir them into the pasta. Pan- 
fiy the mixture and once the 
egg is set on both sides, you 
have yet another meal. 

Directions 

1. Chop rapini into 1-inch (2.5 
cm) pieces and place in pot of 
boiling water. Cook, stirring 
for about 10 minutes or until 
tender. Drain well and press 
any excess water out of rapini. 

2. In large deep nonstick skil¬ 
let, heat oil over medium-high 
heat and cook rapini, garlic 
and hot pepper flakes for 
about 4 minutes or until start¬ 
ing to crisp. Add tomatoes, 
pesto and tuna and boil gently, 
stirring occasionally for about 
10 minutes or until thickened.

Going above and beyond is a 
great way to get your man¬ 
ager’s attention, to stand out 
at work, and to signal that 
you are ready for that pro¬ 
motion.

Looking back at the cham¬ 
pionships he won at Southern 
Cal and the Super Bowl title a 
season ago with Seattle, Pete 
Carroll can see exactly where 
the foundation for all that suc¬ 
cess was built.

TV special Olympic 
heroine Hughes is 
happy documentary is 
not just about her and 
hopes it will educate 
people on mental illness 


Clara Hughes rode her bike 
11,000 kilometres for 110 days 
around Canada to get people 
talking about mental illness. 

She’s pleased the docu- 
mentaiy Clara’s Big Ride isn’t 
just about her. A one-hour 
television special chronicling 
her journey airs Wednesday on 
CTV and will also be available 
all day on CTV.ca and CraveTV. 
It could have been all about cyc¬ 
ling through hard crosswinds, 
driving snow and exhaustion 
from March 11 to July 1, 2014. 

But Hughes instead provides 
the thread between stories told 
by Canadians affected by men¬ 
tal illness: a teacher who has de¬ 
pression, anxiety and panic at¬ 
tacks; a university student who 
attempted suicide; a commun¬ 
ity worker in northern Canada

trying to prevent youth suicide; 
a soldier with post-traumatic 
stress disorder. 

Hughes — winner of six 
Olympic medals in cycling and 
speed skating — was to join 
them in Toronto on Tuesday 
for a special screening of the 
documentary. “Of course it 
brings back so many emotions 
of what that ride was,” she told 
The Canadian Press. 

“What I like the most about 
it, and what I think people will 
be veiy surprised at, is most of 
it is not actually about riding 
a bike. It’s not about me. It’s 
about 10 different stories along 
the way of predominantly 
younger Canadians and what 
their struggle was, what their 


stoiy is.” It’s been almost seven 
months since the 42-year-old 
from Winnipeg concluded her 
epic ride on Parliament Hill in 
Ottawa. She participated in 235 
events in 105 communities. 

Hughes feels she achieved 
her goal of starting a conversa¬ 
tion about mental illness and 
removing the fear of talking 
about it. But she sees Canada’s 
health system and how it treats 
mental illness as another moun¬ 
tain to be climbed. A woman 
struggling with an eating dis¬ 
order says in the documentaiy 
that she was told by her doctor 
to “just eat something.” 

Another with depression 
says she was told by her phys¬ 
ician to not talk about it be¬ 
cause people would judge her. 
“What I’m seeing is we have a 
big problem in that the system 
is not there, and if it is there, it 
is not yet trusted for people to 
reach to,” Hughes said. 

“The conversation is stimu¬ 
lated and people are reaching 
out more and more and more, 
but what is there for them to 
reach out to? This is the real¬ 
ity. This is a big problem to be

Once a rather dull-loolcing 
little car, the Toyota Yaris gets 
a major facelift for 2015. 

Sporting a grille reminis¬ 
cent of some Lexus models, 
the company’s entiy-level 
runabout now looks the part 
in this competitive subcom¬ 
pact segment. 

You can get it as a two-door 


hatchback, which comes in a 
single trim level at $14,545. 
The four-door hatch comes in 
two trim levels, starting with 
the LE at $15,695, and my top¬ 
line SE tester, which starts at 
$17,665. 

Mine had a five-speed 
manual, while the available 
four-speed automatic takes it 
to $18,665. 

The mechanicals didn’t 
get changed in this update, 
and they’re a little behind the 
times, but they do the job. 

The 1.5-litre four-cylinder 
engine makes 106 horse¬ 
power and, although that 
doesn’t sound like much, it’s 
a fun little car to drive, espe¬ 
cially with the stick shift. 

A sixth gear would be nice, 
since the engine revs more 


than I like at highway speeds. 

The suspension and steer¬ 
ing have been tweaked, 
and the Yaris feels rigid and 
stable, with a tight turning 
radius that’s handy for get¬ 
ting into tight parking spaces. 

I’d like to see Toyota add 


hill-start assist, which mo¬ 
mentarily holds the brake 
when you’re stopped on an 
incline and gives you enough 
time to get your foot from the 
brake to the throttle without 
rolling backwards. It’s handy 
for all drivers, but especially

younger or inexperienced 
ones who are likely to be 
shopping in this price range.

Next-gen Volt will share Cadillac’s battery regeneration system 

The upcoming replacement for the Chevrolet Volt will get the same driver-controlled 
batteiy regeneration system already being used in the range-extended Cadillac ELR, 
reports Automotive News. The two vehicles now essentially share their power systems. 
The ELR’s Regen on Demand allows the driver to decelerate while descending a hill or 
approaching a turn under braking, converting the car’s kinetic energy into electricity 
stored in the batteiy pack. It gives drivers the opportunity to “finesse their eco-driving a 
little bit,” controlling the regen directly and not just through the brake pedal, explained 
Volt chief engineer Andrew Farah. Two paddles on the back of the steering wheel allow 
the driver to adjust the amount of energy captured by the braking system.

Automatic recharging system could 
make life easier for Tesla S owners 

Tesla Motors founder and CEO Elon Musk announced 
this month that his company is working on a robotic 
arm for recharging its Model S electric plug-in sedans. 
It would eliminate the driver’s need to plug in the car 
when parked. The robotic system would do away with 
the need to locate the cable, plug it into the car and 
turn on the charger. Musk tweeted that the charger 
automatically moves out from the wall “and connects 
like a solid metal snake.” This was followed by a second 
tweet: “This can be used with all existing Model S cars, 
not just future ones.”

Volvo tests three-cylinder engines 

A Volvo-developed line of three-cylinder engines is the 
next step in the Swedish automaker’s Drive-E program, 
intended to showcase its engineering prowess and com¬ 
mitment to developing “efficient power.” The engines 
will deliver up to 180 horsepower and will join the 
existing four-cylinder line of Drive-E engines, which is 
the first step in the program. Volvo has a histoiy of de¬ 
veloping its own engines in-house. Research and develop¬ 
ment chief Peter Mertens says adding a three-cylinder to 
the mix is “a natural step” in Volvo’s downsizing strat¬ 
egy, and the engine itself is “another step toward zero 
emissions and real-world performance.” Even Volvo’s 60 
Series sedans will get the three-cylinder option, made 
possible through “advanced turbo technologies,” while 
meeting ever-stricter emission targets. 


Audi unveils an 
A7 powered by a 
hydrogen fuel cell 

Audi recently unveiled a 
hydrogen-powered A7 
all-wheel-drive coupe, 
which shows the 
German automaker’s 
readiness to deploy 
hydrogen technology 
should the market ever 
demand it. Audi fitted an 
electric motor at each 
axle, reports Motor 
Authority, with the 
electricity to power 
them coming from 
either a hydrogen fuel 
cell or a lithium-ion 
battery that can be 
charged from home or 
topped up with 
regenerative braking. 
The fuel-cell system 
makes 228 hp and 398 
lb.-ft. of torque. The 
driving range on a full 
tank of hydrogen is 515 
kilometres, which can be 
extended by 501cm if the 
vehicle’s batteiy is fully 
charged. However, Audi 
has no current plans to 
put the car into 
production. 


Ferrari's laboratory car is a high-tech beast 

Ferrari showed its latest rolling test bed in oil-rich Abu Dhabi in December. The FXX I< is 
a rolling laboratory car based on Ferrari’s first Hybrid model, the LaFerrari, and will be 
available to super-wealthy customers — called Client-Test Drivers — with whom Ferrari 
will roll out a test program over the next two years. The 40 copies in the works are all 
are spoken for. The I< in its designation refers to the kinetic energy recovery system 
(KERS), but that doesn’t make the FXX I< exactly green. Just 190 of the car’s total 1,036 
horsepower output comes courtesy of the electric motor and KERS system, with the bal¬ 
ance exploding from its advanced 65-degree V12 engine. No price was disclosed. KERS 
uses a small flywheel that’s electrically spun up to veiy high revolutions during braking. 
The driver can then slow the flywheel to generate electricity for short bursts of power. 



Electricity can improve fuel 
efficiency. But with supercars 
such as the Ferrari FXX K, it is 
used to generate more power. 
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Forget reliability, safety, per¬ 
formance or high-tech gadgets: 
when it comes to cars, buyers 
are more likely to fall for good 
looks than anything else. 

Researchers from San Fran¬ 
cisco State University, led by 
associate professor of market¬ 
ing Minu Kumar, studied what 
it is about a car or brand that 
creates loyalty or passion. 

They asked more than 700 
drivers for their opinions of 30 
vehicles, and discovered that 
looks have the biggest influ¬ 
ence. Although aesthetics are 
obviously a major draw for 
luxury cars, the researchers 


were surprised to discover the 
same rules apply at the oppos¬ 
ite end of the market — the 30 
vehicles were chosen because 
of their small size and per¬ 
ceived practicality. 

“In product design, if you 
focus more on the aesthetics 
of the product, the connec¬ 
tions that you create with the 
consumer at the brand level 
will result in more loyalty and 
a more sustainable relation¬ 
ship,” said Kumar. “You might 
think that segment wants 
more functionality, more bang 
for their buck. That may not 
necessarily be true.” afp 


Car colours are personal, but 
blame Apple for boring white 


Sales. Good looks trump 
pleasant personalities 


The next time you buy a car, 
you might want to pause a 
while longer when deciding 
on the colour. 

Top automakers throw mil¬ 
lions of dollars at researching 
what the latest tastes are, and 
say the colour of a vehicle is so 
important to customers that it 
can be the difference between 
buying or not. 

The recent auto show in De¬ 
troit saw all the classic colours 
— red for Ferarri, yellow for 
Porsche — and a few less con¬ 
ventional (a Nissan Titan pick¬ 
up truck in “forged copper”). 

But there was no mistaking 
the preeminence of white — 
particularly at the Volkswagen 
booth, where several cars, the 
stairs, and much of the furni¬ 
ture were all white. 

Of course, in a multibillion- 
dollar industry, nothing is left 
to chance. 

At least two designers in De¬ 
troit referred to the “Apple ef¬ 
fect” to explain the propensity 
for white vehicles. 

“White for cars really peak¬ 
ed in the 1970s and 1980s, 
and then, all of a sudden, dis¬ 


appeared,” said Volkswagen 
head designer Oona Scheep- 
ers, sitting at a white table, on 
white chairs, in a white room. 

“But in the last 10 years, we 
have noticed an increase again 
in white. And it definitely came 
with the Apple iPod era, be¬ 
cause Apple started to do eveiy- 
thing with white, and a lot of 
nice chrome or metal finishes. 
In combination, it was really 
nice and fresh.” 

But black is still Volkswa¬ 
gen’s best-seller. So if you 
choose a black vehicle over a 
white one, what kind of person 
does that make you? 

“You could be sporty. But 
people in hot countries like 
white,” Scheepers says. “White 
definitely deflects heat.” 

She also sees stark contrasts 
between countries, particularly 
when it comes to North Amer¬ 
ica and China. 

“China is going for veiy, 
very bold colours. America is 
still quite subdued. White sells 
extremely well here, and there 
is still a preference for cham¬ 
pagne-toned body colours and 
a movement towards the reds. 


“But China is going for gold, 
extreme greens — it’s a mix¬ 
ture of a green and a brown — 
very expressive.” 

Volkswagen’s research has 
also turned up a surprising 
anomaly: Younger buyers want 
more sober-coloured vehicles 
— while older drivers go for 
brighter ones, afp 
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Jaguar gets leaner, meaner in its return to glory

Rooting for Jaguar is much 
like rooting for the Toronto 
Maple Leafs or Edmonton 
Oilers. 

Lots of great history and 
many years leading the 
pack, only to be followed by 
a Sahara-like dry patch. 

But you stay commit¬ 
ted, because of the history, 
and because there is just 
enough semi-success here 
and there to keep you from 
abandoning all hope. But 
as each season comes and 
goes, you’re left grasping at 
the only optimistic option: 
another total rebuild. 

Well, at least one of 
these storied franchises 
finally appears ready to 
return to its former glory — 
rewarding its past, current 
and future fans. Here’s a 
hint: it’s not one that wears 
mouth guards. 

Jaguar’s latest rebuild 
effort looks to be the real 
deal, based on a massive 
investment by its current 
ownership group, Tata Mo¬ 
tors of India. 


Billions were spent on a 
new R&D centre and engine 
plant (both in the U.K.), and 
on a new assembly plant in 
China, which will produce 
Land Rovers and Jaguars. 

A ton of money also 
went into developing Jag¬ 
uar’s new vehicle archi¬ 
tecture, which has been in 
the works for years, and is 
finally ready for prime time. 

Full of aluminum and 
very modular, it will form 
the basis of every new Jag¬ 
uar coming down the pike, 
such as the new XE luxury 
compact, future compact 
and midsize luxury cross¬ 
overs, the next-generation 
XF luxury sedan, and prob¬ 
ably the next-generation XJ 
flagship as well. (Only the 
XF sports car has gone with 
a different architecture). 

When Tata bought Jaguar 
and Land Rover from Ford 
in 2008, analysts wondered 
how much pain it would 
have to go through before 
seeing any gain. 

In 2010, global sales 
dropped to about 40,000 
vehicles, a new and painful 
low. 

But in just four short 
years, annual sales shot up 
to more than 100,000. 

The new XF and XJ 
sedans initiated, and con¬ 
tinue to build, momentum, 
and everybody loves the 
idea of the new F-type — 
the first real two-seat sports 
car from Jaguar since the 
iconic E-type of the 1960s. 

Jaguar benefited from 
Land Rover’s earlier, suc¬ 
cessful turnaround — the 
money was there to invest 
in Jaguar. The sharing of 


technology between the 
two brands will also help as 
they move forward. 

And now we’re hearing 
plans to sell both brands 
from the same showrooms, 
so that luxury shoppers will 
sense the breadth and var¬ 
iety of the combined brands 
as soon as they stroll inside 
the dealership. That should
